"The school was completed in 1959 at 
a cost of $396,400. It contains 12 
classrooms, with a total area of 20,400 
square feet. 


High costs nix Olson Road 


Wilmington selectmen voted un- 
animously Monday night to reconsider 
their previous vote to lay out Olson 
Road.

spur economic development of the 
center. 

However, an appraisal in excess of 
$38,000 for purchasing the land con- 
vinced the selectmen Monday night 
that perhaps the time was not right 
for this project. 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale, 
originator of the petition, said he 
believed Olson Road was over ap- 
praised by the firm hired by the town

Ina five page decision, the Board of 


Appeals said no evidence had been 
presented to show that the raising of 
laboratory animals would adversely 
affect the neighborhood. 

“I don't see how they can say no 
evidence was presented," commented 
Peter Allaman, one of the more vocal 
of the protestors. Among the con- 
cerns of the residents had been the 
possibility of contamination of the 
nearby Barrows wellfield. 

‘According to Allaman, no decision 
has yet been reached on whether or 
not to pursue the matter further in 
court. By law, residents have 20 days 
from the filing date of the decision to 
appeal to Superior Court 

However, appeals board Member 
Bruce MacDonald cautioned, “Our 
decision was made within the confines 


of the Wilmington zoning bylaws. If 
you decide to take it to Superior 
Court, it will be based strictly on the 
law.” 

In its decision, the Board of Appeals 
noted that it had previously granted a 
permit to raise laboratory animals to 
another firm and no nuisance or 
hazard had resulted. 

Among the conditions required by 
the board were that no animals would 
be subjected to radioactive sub- 
stances, nuclear by-products or infec- 
tious diseases in the testing 
procedure; that air emanating from 
the facility would be filtered; that 
solid waste would be disposed of off- 
site; and that a buffer strip would be 
“densely planted"’ with shrubbery for 
a depth of four feet and a height of 
four feet between the industrial zone 
and the residential zone.

‘rrecommented a delay of the business 
“portion of the Annual Town Meeting, 
slated for March 10. 

At their regular meeting Monday 
hight, all five selectmen labeled as 
doubtful the town's capacity to trim 
what could amount to anywhere from 
$345,000 to $850,000 from the budget. 

“I agree wih what he is trying to 
do,” said Chairman of the Board Aldo 
Caira of the King plan to legislate 
against increases in either property 
taxes or local spending this year. “It 
would be nice if you could wave a 
magic wand or if there were a lot of 
fat in the budget.” said Caira, ‘but 
people have been on an austerity kick 
for a long time. Where do you start 
cutting?” 

Further complicating the matter, 
according to Morris, is the uncertain- 
ty of how the King plan would operate 
and what action the state legislature 
will take on it. 

Morris said he is recommending 
that the Annual Town Meeting vote to 
delay the March 10 business portion 
until it is known if ‘‘the governor's 
plan has any validity.” The other por- 
tion of the Town Meeting, election of 
local officials, is scheduled for March 
3 

If the Town Meeting is held before 
the legislature acts on King’s 
proposal, Morris said, approval of the 
King plan could later necessitate a se- 


cond Town Meeting and a new budget. 

“This would be expensive...very 
frustrating," said Morris. 

One of the biggest questions 
selectmen had Monday night was 
whether or not the community as a 
whole would have to absorb the school 
department increase, since King’s 
plan does not overturn. fiscal 
autonomy for schoo! budgets. 

The 1979 budget is currently pro- 
jected at $17.6 million. $8.6 million of 
this is attributed to the 1979 school 
budget, which has jumped $512,493. 
The remainder, approximately $8,- 
945,000, would need a cut of $345,000 to 
stay at last year’s levels, Morris said 

“According to the way most people 
interpret what King says," observed 
Caira, ‘the community will have to 
eat that $512,000. Put $300,000 on top 
of that and you are talking $850,000. 
Now where are we going to get that?” 

$850,000, according to Morris, 
amounts to 85 to 90 jobs, or half of 
Wilmington’s present work force 

“If I die, I'll have to dig my own 
grave,” quipped Caira. 

Even if the town does not have to 
absorb the school department  in- 
crease, the $345,000 cut needed to 
maintain 1978 spending levels would 
mean laying off sizeable numbers of 
personnel, Morris said 

If the. town were to hold to last 
year’s tax rate, however, only $100,000 
to $130,000 would need to be cut, he 
said, because of increased revenue 
this year. 

This would have meant cutting 10 or 
12 jobs, said Caira, “hopefully by at- 
trition.” “Now it is a lot, lot more,” 
he added. 

The Finance Committee has 


already been attacking the budget 
“with a heavy pencil,” said Select- 
man Robert Cain. 

“I think it is a sad state of affairs 
for municipalities who are supposed 
to have home rule,’ said Morris. ‘He 
(the governor) wants us to get per- 
mission to do anything." 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale said 
he thought tie town “hould to its ut 
most to save people's jobs. He 
pointed out that the Recreation 
Department spends $13,914 for 
custodial services. “By eliminating 
something like that we could be sav- 
ing one man’s job,"" said DePasquale. 

DePasquale suggested the enlist- 
ment of volunteers instead of 
custodial people at time and a half 
rates for "safekeeping the gyms.” 

Selectman James Banda said he 
thought it would help the budget 
tremendously if the town were to do 
away with overtime and institute a 
night shift for custodians instead 

Volunteers were also mentioned by 
Selectman John Imbimbo, who 
thought they could possibly be used as 
crossing guards for school children, 
thereby eliminating the $18,000 
currently paid in salaries to traffic 
supervisors. 

Imbimbo also suggested taking a 
hard look at contractual help for snow 
plowing and at the cost to the town 
each year for injuries and sick leaves 

“I think you could save thousands of 
dollars there,” he said of the sick 
leave account. 

According to Banda, that account 
was carefully reviewed by Morris 
only two or three years ago, after a 
sudden “‘explosion"’ in the number of 
sick leaves requested 


Wilmington eyes Route 93 access 


Wilmington officials are taking 
sharp notice of a recent legislative 
attempt to gain a long-sought after 
access road onto Route 93 from the 
Woburn Industrial Park. 

If constructed, they say, the road is 
likely to relieve part of the traffic con- 
gestion now felt so keenly by residents 
of West Street, Lowell Street and 
Woburn Street in South Wilmington 

Legislation filed by Senator Samuel 
Rotundi (D.-Winchester) calls for 
two access roads, one onto Route 128 
and one onto Route 93, from Woburn’s 
Commerce Way. They will be heard 
February 21 by the legislature's Joint 
Committee on Transportation 

According to State Re;resentative 
James Miceli (D.-Wilmington), who 
has worked elosely with Sen. Rotundi 


on the bill, a favorable report is 
almost a foregone conclusion. 

Although the legislative route is a 
somewhat unusual way to acquire an 
access, Rep Miceli said Sen. Rotundi 
told him he believed this method 
would give the proposal more 
emphasis. According to Miceli, -the 
request was twice rejected in recent 
years by Secretary of Transportation 
Frederick Salvucci 

If the bills are enacted by the 
legislature, which Miceli sees as like- 
ly, and given the not of approval by 
Governor King, then they must still 
survive scrutiny at the federal level 
The access routes would be funded 90 
per cent by the federal government 
and 10 per cent by the state. 

A concern of Miceli and other 


Wilmington officials, however, is that 
developers would try to link the 
Wilmington and Woburn Industrial 
parks before a Route 93 access is 
built 

At a meeting last Thursday to dis- 
cuss the legislation, Developer 
William D'Annalfo, who owns much 
of the Woburn Industrial park refused 
comment on whether he planned to 
complete the unfinished Commerce 
Way 

Miceli said, however, that he is con- 
fident Wilmington would be able to 
take measures to prevent such a 
linkcge. . 

At their regular meeting Monday

Half a hundred hardy souls braved 
the Arctic-like cold Tuesday night to 
hear the Finance Committee hearing 
on the warrant for Wilmington's 
March Town Meeting. 

In less than an hour 33 of the 34 ar- 
ticles were polished off, with only a 

wuest for a retirement plan for traf- 
je supervisors eliciting an ap- 
Preciable amount of discussion.

Also aired at the Tuesday night 
hearing on the warrant, was a 
proposal by Developer Paul Butt to 
establish a 70-condominium develop- 
ment for property he owns on Salem 
Street in North Wilmington. 

Before Butt's proposal can be con- 
sidered, the town must first approve a 
new class of zoning, Planned Residen- 
tial Development, a concept which 
has the backing of the Planning Board 
and other town boards as well. } 

Tuesday night, Butt and his 
representative, Robert Hydell, zeroed 
in on the cost-effectiveness of -con- 


dominiums as opposed to that of.a > 


standard subdivision. 

Hydell has prepared a cost benefit 
analysis for Butt, which is now 
available. for perusal at the 
Wilmington Public Library. 

“This is becoming one vehicle by 
which a town can develop a tax base 
without the aid of industry,"’ said 
Hydell of PRD. 

‘The average suburban home, he 
said, is subsidizes by the town to the 
tune of $150 to $250 per year, while 
Butt’s proposal represents a net gain 
to the town of $78,000 per year.
